I 

Unique in two senses is the Lloyd* ! 
minister Municipal ho.spital. It serves 
the people of two provinces, and those 
who are treated there incur no obliga¬ 
tion other than there doctors fee adn 
any prescriptions which may have to 
be filled at a town drugstore. When 
the hospital was built it was felt the 
part of wisdom to provide for the 
maintcnanci* entirely by taxation, in 
view of the unusual condition obtain 
ng. Lloydminlster Is situated on the 
boundary between Alberta and - Sa^ik 
atchvvau on the Canadian National 
Railway, and the hospital is operted 
under the Border Areas act. The 
plan of financing has worked out 
catsfactorily, the only difficulty the 
board has experienced arising from’of the 
inadequate Uor.pital facilities. 

I The hospital Is a brick building 
with accomr.icdatlon for 22 bcd.s ac- 
rordlng to government regulations, 
and a frame annex with ten bed acc 
ommodaticn. An average of 48 pat 
ients per day were cared for in this 
32 bed hospital during 1928. Kifty 
three cases were looked after in the 
month of June, 1920. Of t hese 42 pat¬ 
ients and 11 babien, Twenty six babies 
were born there in May, and 1615 in 
the first ten months of the year. Mor 
tallty rate is low. 

For more than two years niAv, an 
agitation to build a new hospital ha.s 
been afoot. The idea of the Municipal 
hospitnl i>oard was to ask for $100,000 
to be rai^-cd over the v/liolc district, 
$54,545.40 from Alberta, and 45,454.55 
from Saskatchewan. This would budd 
a hospital with 60 to 65 beds and leave 
the prc:‘cnt hospital to be used as a 
nursce home.

NEW YORK—A house with vac¬ 
uum insulated walls and pneumatic 
floors as barrier.! against sound 
and cold and thuds and jars has 
just been proposed as a possible ulti¬ 
mate in mechanical age housing 
by Buckminster Fuller, its invent¬ 
or. With the aid of a working mod¬ 
el Mr. Fuller has demonstiated his 
Ideas before a group of New York 
builders .architects and artists. 

In his so-called dymaxion house," 
Mr. Fuller has included a dozen or 
more inventions and innovations, 
ranging from liquid air turbines to 
the u.sc of photoelectric cells for 
opening doors and drawers. In fact 
the pioposedhousc is so ultra-mod¬ 
ern as to break almost completely 
from traditional housing ldea.s. 

Instead of the usual foundations 
the modle house has no ground flo- 
j or &t all. but is suspended from a 
, central ma.st .utilizing the forces of 
gravity andproviding security aga- 
nst earthquake, storms and floods . 
The first floor is attained by an 
elevatior inlsde the mast. 
Planned as it has been for country 
rather than city use, the outer 
walls arc of casein, an unbreakable 
gla.ss. which can be covered, if desired 
by a cleverly hidden shutter. The 
glas.s is in two layers, with a vacume 
between. 

Since the.'»e "window.s" are never 
opened, ventilation is provided 
through a mechanical apparatus 
which brings in air with all its 
frcshnes.T retained but with all 
dust removed, and with the proper 
amount of humidity carefully 
cd . 

The inner walls also arc provided 
with a vacuum, shutting off intern¬ 
al noises and aiding temperature 
regulation. They would probably 
be constructed of fabricoid, Mr. 
Fuller said, while the inflated floors 
would be of extremely thin, flexible 
duraluminum. 

Mr. Fuller said he propo.sed to 
make the "dymaxion house" inde¬ 
pendent of any outside utility, pro¬ 
viding its own light and heat and 
sewerage disposal tJirough internal¬ 
ly generated electricity. To accom¬ 
plish this his plan provides for the 
installation of one or more windmills 
which w'ould store energy in the 
form of liquid air, which, in turn, 
would propel the liquid air turbine. 

More than 40 patents have been 
taken out on devices pertaining to 
the development of this house, Mr. 
Fuller .said. ■ They were obtained, he 
said, to prevent othorn from stop¬ 
ping his own u-se of the devices, and 
eventually they will be deeded to a 
trust grOUD on nrovinMn fVlof _
